sorting these ticket* I found from three 
to four tickets marked similar to some of 
tbe 18 tickets inoontroverey; in my judg- 
ment the ticketa to which I have referred 
were not marked after they ware taken 
out of the ballot box. 
JohnSoott testified: I can not soy 
that 1 paid general attention to the vot- 
ing; I took in a few tickets—from one to 
tour tickets; think Biber took in some 
tickets; io sorting the tickets I found 
some tickets with Davidson's name mark- 
ed; they resembled the marks OD the 
eighteen tickets m controversy; I can 
identify none ot them; Buster looked 
over tbe scrutabed tickets after they were 
counted; I remarked tbat tbere were 
eomeveiy ligbt BCratob.ee and Hnnter 
said all t oketa having scratches of any 
kind should not be counted; I aaw no 
slight pencil marks except on tbe name 
of D, U. Davidson. 


Sum Smith testified eatm as preceding 


witnea^e abont tnetbc.de of sorting bal- 
lots, and continuing said; I saw some 
ticketa witb slight marks on Davidson's 
name; I did not pnt marks on them;

J. M. Hutchison testified to mothods 


of sorting, and continniog said: Ihadin 
m my lot ot scratched tickets eome Bs- 
pubUOBQ tickets on which the name of 
Davidson waa scratched and no other 
name eobstitnt*d; I did not scratch 
them, and saw no one- else do it, I sat 
•boat the centre of the east Bide of the 
table. When we were writing the nomee 
Hnnter was numbering ticket;. I don't 
remember ot writing nnme after ticket 
waa put in box; don't remember any 
time wben one of tbe clerks misnodar- 
atood tbe name and bad to get it from 
the other onr; I think Hnnter numbered 
and put ballots in box as quietly >s is 
ordinarily done.

Owing to a dispute between attorneys as 
to admissibility ot this question, court 
adjourned until Satnrday morning.

Think about 125 
ballots hod been polled when I went to 
dinner; went about 12 o'clock; wns gone 
about one-half hoar. Don't know who 
took tickets while I was at dinner. Went 
to supper about 6:30 o'clock; don't think 
I took ony tickets after enpper. I hove 
no recollection of marking any tickets on 
top of ballot box. I marked no ballots 
on tbe face that day and know of no one 
who did. For seven years I have been a 
judge of election wtou I was a nucoesafol 
candidate for offloe; have had a good deal 
ot experience handling tickets, After 
examining numbers on book ot ticket, 
witness testified flint some ot the figures 
look aa if they might have been made by 
some one elaa, bnt be could not state 
positively, ae the shape of his figures 
might vary according to the cosition tie 
arm might be in when making them.

tive in aspiring to tbat office than to en- 
joy the emoluments of tbe office, inclu- 
ding interest on the deposits of State 
money, told tbe people tbat he proposed, 
if elected to turn over tbe interest to the 
State.
